Four-year-old Wendy Crystal 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Lome 
Crystal, is a heroine today. She 
is credited with rescuing her 
playmate, Sharon Downey, from 
an ley death in the fast-rushing 
waters of the Oldman River 
which winds its way through 
North Blairmore. 

The near-drowning occured 
at 3.15 p.m. on March 25, 15 feet 
west spur line railway bridge 
near the Greenhill mine tipple. 
The $wo little girls were playing 
on thd ice surface when it sud¬ 
denly gave way in a week spot 
and 8haron was plunged into 
the icy waters. Sharon is also 
four years old. 

Little Wendy Crystal, eight 
months younger than Sharon, 
immediately went to her assis¬ 
tance and pulled her out. While 
there were no witnesses to the 
accident, Francis J. Lote, grand¬ 
father of Sharon, viewed the 
scene of the accident later and 
explained that little foot tracks 
can be seen as well as the spot 
on the ice surface where the 
little rescuer pulled Sharon out 
of the cold waters. 

Wendy brought Sharon to the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Lote, 
where Sharon is visiting with 
her mother, Mrs. Grace Downey 
of Brantford, Ont., dripping 
with water from her neck down 
She was blue with cold and it 
took some time to restore pro¬ 
per blood, circulation to her 
body. 

Wendy told Mr. and Mrs. Lote 
that "Sharon fell in the river 
and I pulled her Out.” Mr. Lote 
and Wendy returned to the 
scene of the accident later and 
Mr. Lote said that the foot 
tracks. SWiiA be plainly seen 
where Wendy pulled Sharon out 
of the river. “It’s almost unbe¬ 
lievable,” said Mr. Lote, “But the 
little foot tracks and broken ice 
tell a clear story of what hap¬ 
pened.” 

Fortunately the water in the 
river is low at this time of year 
and although the waters are 
rushing strongly under the ice 
at the point of the accident, the 
water only measures two feet, 
six inches deep.

William Berry, of Bellevue, 
Runs Poor Third in Bellevue 
Ballotting. Meeting Still 
Objects to Voting Procedure 

On the heels of the Municipal 
Hospital Board’s announcement 
that the long awaited institu¬ 
tion would be opened officially 
on April 4, close to 100 ratepay¬ 
ers crowded the Oddfellows Hall, 
Bellevue on Saturday afternoon 
last to cast their ballots for a 
trio of candidates seeking elec¬ 
tion as representatives of local 
District No. 10. 

Jock Dugdale. of Bellevue, oc¬ 
cupied the chair and although 
the meeting accepted the elec¬ 
toral ruling as contained in the 
Municipal Hospitals Act and 
conducted the election accord¬ 
ingly, the chairman accepted a 
motion from the floor that a 
protest be sent to Premier Man • 
ning asking that the procedure 
now contained in the Act be re¬ 
vised to allow day-long ballot¬ 
ing polling stations scattered 
throughout the district. A copy 
of the protest will also be sent 
to William Kovatch. M.L.A. 

Results of the ballot indicated 
that the majority favored the 
re-election of the District’s re¬ 
tiring members, Albert Hollings- 
head, of Hillcrest, who topped 
the poll with 73 votes, and Geo. 
Coupland, of Bellevue, who re¬ 
ceived 56. The third candidate, 


William Berry, also of Bellevue, 
lagged badly with a total of 34. 
Judging by sentiments express¬ 
ed at the meeting the majority 
based their choices on the fact 
that with the Hospital’s actual 
opening only a matter of a few 
weeks away, it was only fitting 
that the men who had persev¬ 
ered for several years to bring 
the Hospital into the practical 
realms of operation should be 
on hand to see theif'labour bear 
fruit. 

In the meantime, last minute 
preparations are being rushed at 
the Hospital and a small army 
of cleaners are busily engaged 
getting everything in shape for 
the official opening, Monday, 
April 4. The Hospital will not be 
actually open for business until 
April 11. Thousands are expect¬ 
ed to inspect every nook and 
cranny of the building following 
its official opening on the 4th 
and throughout the next day, it 
is expected several days will be 
required to clean up following 
this invasion of eager visitors. 

In addition, the personnel will 
require a breathing spell to en¬ 
sure complete co-ordination of 
the various duties to be per¬ 
formed and then, this accom¬ 
plished, the Crow's Nest Pass 
Municipal Hospital will open its 
doors to those it is designed to 
serve at 8a.m., Monday, April 11.

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WITH THE DEVELOPMENT OF gasoline engines, oil has taken on 
increasing importance through the years as a source of power, and has 
brought great wealth to many of the areas from which it has been secured. 
In time of war its value becomes very great because of the large amounts 
required to operate airplanes and other motorized war equipment. It is 
also important in time of peace to both the economic and industrial life 
of a nation. The United States is the largest producer of oil at the present 
time, supplying about seventy per cent, of the world’s needs. Other rich 
sources of supply are in Russia, Iran, parts of South America, Mexico and 


WINNIPEG. — Co-Operative 
Vegetable Oils Ltd. plant at Al- 
tona, which processes the sun¬ 
flower crop raised by Mennonite 
farmers in south-central Mani¬ 
toba, has developed a new in¬ 
dustry to utilize sunflower seed 
hulls as fuel. 

Since the pla'nt started, hulls have 
been a waste by-product but late last 
year the company began turning 
them out as "Presto-logs”. 

Logs are about 12 Va in. long, four 
in. in diameter. Tests have shown 
they have a higher Btu rating than 
lignite coal. After careful trials 
they are getting a ready market as 
an ideal fuel for kitchen ranges, fire¬ 
places, and—if weather is not too 
severe—in furnaces. 

Special machine has been installed 
in plant which turns out from 10 to 
12 tons of logs a day. They are sold 
at $12 a unit—slightly less than a 
ton. 

Large machine has three motors— 
50, 15 and one h.p.—which go on and 
off each 30 seconds. Special high 
tension line was built to the machine 
by Manitoba Power Commission, 
which also supplied three extra 
transformers especially for the unit. 

Seed hulls are compressed under 
165,000 lb. sq. ft., turned out in a 
solid fuel log said to be three times 
as dense as wood and which burns 
like coal. Logs may be easily split 
into smaller pieces. 

Oil-processing operations* of the 
plant leaves more than 18 tons of 
sunflower seed hulls a day. The one 
machine installed cannot handle this; 
left-overs are given to farmers who 
haul them away and use them for 
poultry litter, cattle bedding, and in 
some cases for cattle feed. 

Farmers in the Altona district put 
in 28,000 acres of sunflowers in 1948 
to supply the plant. Gross yield was 
23.1 million lb. at an average of 
5.65c a lb. Producers were paid $1.3 
millions, averaging $46 an acre.

Seed Cleaning 
Plant Opened 
At Camrose 


EDMONTON.—First modern mu¬ 
nicipally-owned seed cleaning plant 
in Alberta has been opened at Cam- 
rose, 60 miles southeast of Edmon- 
jton. It represents a $30,000 invest¬ 
ment; deans cereal grains rather 
than grass seed. 

Funds for the plant came equally 
from the municipality, the province 
(agriculture services board) and 
profits of a previous venture. 

Plant storage capacity is 18,000 
bushels and can clean 100-200 bush¬ 
els an hour, depending on kind of 
grain. 

Two more seed cleaning plants are 
to be built this spring with Govern¬ 
ment assistance at Wetaskiwin and 
Westlock, according to A. M. Wilson, 
field crop commissioner. 

At Camrose the plant is entirely 
under municipal control but is op¬ 
erated by the agricultural services 
board. 

In Wetaskiwin and Westlock, the 
Provincial Government will contrib¬ 
ute $10,000, the municipalities will 
each vote $10,000, and farmer share¬ 
holders will subscribe the other $10,- 
000, The farmers will operate these 
plants on a co-operative basis. 


Another great potential source of oil in Canada 
lies in the tar sands, covering 1,000 square miles 
of northern Alberta, and research work is now 
being carried on to determine whether it would 
1 from these sands for commercial purposes. Pro¬ 
posals have been made that some day a pipeline might carry oil from that 
area, to join one now planned to be built from Leduc and Redwater, to 
convey oil across the prairies and eventually to the United States. Un¬ 
doubtedly Canada has considerable potential wealth in the oil fields of the 
prairies. At the present time they supply a large proportion tof the gaso¬ 
line being used in the West, and it is expected that in the future they may 
serve much wider markets, bringing consequent benefits to the economy 
of this part of Canada.

OTTAWA. — Over-all demand for 
farm products in 1949 is expected to 
equal that of 1948, though export 
demand may fall off, it was reported 
in the current review of agricultural 
conditions in Canada, an agriculture 
department monthly publication. 

It suggested domestic demand for 
farm products may exceed that of 
1948. Prices received by farmers 
were expected to remain at 1948 lev¬ 
els, though there may be some de¬ 
cline towards the year-end. 

Farm prices in 1948 were 20 per 
cent, higher than in 1947, with pre¬ 
liminary estimates placing net in¬ 
come at $1,74^00,000 against $1,- 
235 000,000 in 1947. 

The review held that farmers were 
"better off in the long run” because 
the prices of commodities and ser¬ 
vices which they use, including liv¬ 
ing costs, increased by only 16.4 per 
cent, during the year. Heavier mar¬ 
ketings also improved their position.

Important Stage 
Milk Production 
Often Neglected 


One of the most important stages 
in milk production—and one often 
neglected — is pasteurization, the 
scientific heating of the product to 
kill all virulent disease germs. 

^nd, one of the reasons for this 
neglect is the argument that pasteur¬ 
ization, regarded by medical science 
as a disease-preventing and a life¬ 
saving measure, destroys the nutri¬ 
tive value of milk. 

Such a claim has no basis of fact. 
Medical authorities state that none 
of the essential ingredients in milk 
is adversely affected by the heating 
process. There is no evidence that 
pasteurization destroys any food ele¬ 
ment of which raw milk has an ade¬ 
quate supply — remembering that 
even milk is not a complete food. 
Pasteurized or unpasteurized, it is 
deficient in Vitamin C—that is why 
infants are fed orange juice or to¬ 
mato juice. 

Pasteurization affects neither the 
limited Vitamin D content which 
likewise requires supplementing, nor 
the content of Vitamins A and B. 
The mineral salts are not affected. 

The protein is rendered more di¬ 
gestible by heat, and the fat globules 
are more finely divided.

EASTERN ROCKIES 
CONSERVATION BOARD 
TO GET $1,152,000 

The Eastern Rockies Forest 
Conservation Board will have 
$1,152,000 for its ’49-’50 develop¬ 
ment program, it was indicated 
'Tn the estimates of the depart¬ 
ment of mines and resources. 

The board was established by 
act of parliament in 1947 to co¬ 
operate with the province of 
Alberta in a program for the 
conservation and development 
of forest resources and the pro¬ 
tection of watersheds on the 
eastern slopes of the Rocky 
Mountains, with a view to ob¬ 
taining the greatest possible 
flow of water in the Saskatche¬ 
wan river and its tributaries. 
The Hon. James A. MacKinnon, 
minister of mines and resources, 
stated that the 1949-50 program 
will include the construction of 
roads in the area, the estab-' 
lisijment of weather stations 
and Are look-outs, and numer¬ 
ous stream flow studies.

7 billion cubic feet of gas for the production 
of 55 million pounds of carbon black.” 
(Note; Canada in 1947 imported over 55 
million pounds of carbon black valued at 
nearly $3,000,000, for use largely in the 
production of synthetic rubber at the 
Polymer plant in Sarnia.) 

“The production of carbon black in Alberta 
is worthy of serious consideration and 
if developed, should be in the interests 
of Canadian Economy.

Dry Goods Store 
Changes Hands 

Freeman’s Ltd. Will Be New 
Name For One of Coleman’s 
Oldest Business Establish¬ 
ments. 

A name that has been associ¬ 
ated with the business life on 
Coleman’s Main Street for many 
years was removed from the 
ranks of the town’s mercantile 
establishments during the past 
week with the announcement by 
Nick Nicholas of the sale of 
Nicholas Dry Goods to the Pon- 
oka firm of Freeman and Green. 

The new owners took over of¬ 
ficially on March 26 and hence¬ 
forth the business will be known 
as Freeman’s Ltd. Nick’s future 
plans are still indefinite. In the 
meantime, his community ac¬ 
tivities continue unabated as we 
noted this past week that he 
was deeply concerned and in¬ 
volved in the plans of the Cole¬ 
man Community Sports Associ¬ 
ation to stage a monster three 
night carnival in June to raise 
funds towards the renovation of 
Coleman’s Crystal Arena. 

The history of the establish¬ 
ment founded by Nick’s dad, 
Charles Nicholas, practically in¬ 
volves a nostalgic recalling of 
Main Street’s mercantile legend.

Prompt action by “Rock” 
Sudworth probably saved the 
life of Seward Tabor Jr. of 
Hillcrest, who suffered a bro¬ 
ken and badly bruised leg 
when he slipped and was 
caught and dragged a number 
of feet by the coal bucket 
conveyor belt on the third 
floor of the East Kootenay 
Power Plant, about seven 
miles,,west of here. 

Sudworth and Tabor, coal 
unloaders were cleaning up 
around the conveyor belt 
when Tabor accidently slipped 
and was caught by a bucket 
and was dragged along .the 
track for some distance. Rock 
quickly turned off the power 
but it was too late to save his 
partial jxom a broken leg. 


Workers who are considering 
moving to Edmonton this spring 
should bake heed of a warning 
issued on Tuesday morning by 
Fred J. White, regional super¬ 
intendent of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission.

dustries. However, on March 10 
our Edmonton office had over 
4,000 workers registered for work 
and at the same time there were 
only 530 jobs open. This situa¬ 
tion should right itself shortly 
after the arrival of spring, and 
conditional upon the amount of 
work to be done, there will be 
additional jobs for some trans¬ 
ients. At this moment, however, 
we are going to do everything 
possible to see that those con¬ 
sidering transferring to Edmon¬ 
ton have been advised before 
hand what their employment 
possibilities will be”. 

“Anyone anticipating a move 
to Edmonton should apply as 
soon as possible to the nearest 
office of the N.E.S. Any of our 
30 offices in this region will com¬ 
plete employment records on 
workers desirous of such a move 
and then forward the applica¬ 
tion immediately to Edmonton. 
There, our officials will see that 
every application for work is 
brought to the attention of the 
industry concerned. Everyone 
for whom we can find work will 
be advised as soon as possible. 
This arrangement will have the 
desirable effect of having only 
those people going to Edmonton 
for whom jobs have been ar¬ 
ranged.” 

Mr. White continued “Over 
3,000 men are registered for 
work at the present moment in 
Edmonton, and many of them 
are skilled and semi-skilled con¬ 
struction workers. Only a week 
ago our Edmonton office report¬ 
ed that they had nearly 400 
applications from carpenters 
and 40 from painters. Others 
registered for work were 250 
truck drivers, 330 unskilled con¬ 
struction workers and 300 un¬ 
skilled laborers. It is going to be 
some time before all of the men 
are absorbed into the building 
trades.” 

Mr. White concluded his 
statement by saying that 
“Workers registering with our 
offices before going to Edmon¬ 
ton can save possible hardship. 
At the same time they might 
find that they are overlooking 
excellent employment possibil¬ 
ities in their own localities.”

Plan To Irrigate 
1,500.000 Acres 


OTTAWA. — The federal govern¬ 
ment announced it will spend a re- 
%>rd $7,500,000 in the South Saskat¬ 
chewan, St. Mary and Bow river ir¬ 
rigation projects. 

Approximately $2,000,000 of the 
money will be spent for surveys of 
the three projects, whiclTwhen com¬ 
pleted, will irrigate 1,500,000 acres. 

In the past 14 years, the federal 
government has spent $30,000,000 on 
prairie projects which have furnish¬ 
ed water for 250,000 acres. 

Only $6,000,000 actually was spent 
for irrigation, the rest being to sup¬ 
ply individual farms with water.
